8. EMBASSIES REQUESTED TO REPORT REACTIONS OF HOST 
GOVERNMENTS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. WE WOULD HOPE FOR AS FEW 
REQUESTS FOR TIMING CHANGES AS POSSIBLE IN VIEW OF NUMBER 
OF COUNTRIES INVOLVED AND OBVIOUS SCHEDULING DIFFICULTIES 
THAT WOULD ENSUE.
